A mass evacuation of cities in western Germany and 
Berlin itself to escape the tempest of Allied bombs was 
reported in Bern today, even as the Nazi home front shook 
under a violent new assault by fleets of RAF block-buster 
planes thundering over the Ruhr. 
With more than 12,000,000 pounds of explosives already 
dropped on Germany since last Friday, RAF pre-dawn raid­ 
ers returned to the attack for the fourth night in a row, 
pounding the war foundries city of Oberhausen and other 
objectives.

According to Max HUI, Associated Press war analyst 
who is substituting for Dewitt MacKenzie, who is on 
vacation, “the Axis is feeling the full impact of Amer­ 
ica’s tremendous plane production, both on land and 
at sea, after months of delays which seem inherent in 
a democracy. 
He thinks it must come as quite a shock to the 
Hitler-Mussolini-Tojo combine that the United Nations 
now have awakened to the credo expressed so aptly by 
a Japanese when he was criticized for the tactics of the 
Rising Sun army in China. 
This Japanese said tartly, and with evident scorn 
toward his interrogator's attitude: 
“Nobody ever has 
discovered a polite way to kill a man. 
Our air power virtually unaided brought about the 
surrender of the three Italian islands in the Mediter­ 
ranean—Pantelleria, Lampedusa and Linosa 
but most 
qualified observers are convinced this will not be the 
case with Germany and Italy proper. 
History backs them up, and in some instances bomb­ 
ing has had an effect completely the reverse of the one 
desired. Britain’s resistance was stiffened, not broken, 
by approximately nine months of steady raids. 
One of the reasons the Spanish Republicans fought 
so ferociously around Barcelona was the devastating 
and constant bombing of that city. 
“We’Ii shoot down every plane that comes over, and 
if we run out of ammunition we will reach out with our 
bare hands and pull them down,” one infuriated soldier 
exclaimed to an American correspondent. Naturally he 
exaggerated, but it was his spirit which counted. 
How are we to know, then, to what fury and what 
hatred the current bombings of Germany may arouse 
the Nazis? 
There is another phase which enters seriously into 
the question of mass bombing of the European conti­ 
nent. 
We lost 26 Fortresses Sunday, and the British 
lost 24 bombers Saturday. 
Until a more specific an­ 
nouncement of damage done is released it cannot be 
said accurately whether the raids were worth the cost 
of almost 500 skilled and patiently trained men and 
millions of dollars worth of Hying equipment.

The Office of War Information offers these pointers 
for homefolks writing to soldiers, sailors and marines— 
based on suggestions gathered in a survey among ser­ 
vicemen at home and overseas, in cooperation with the 
Special Service Division of the Army Service Forces: 
Tell him: 
1. 
How the family is doing everything possible to 
help in the war. 
2. 
How anxious the family is for the boy’s return. 
3. 
How well and busy the family is. 
Give details. 
4. 
How the family is getting along financially. 
5. 
What’s doing in the community: news about 
girls (single) he knows, doings of friends, who’s marry­ 
ing whom, exploits of the home team and other sport 
events, social doings, effects of the war on the home 
town. 
Reminisce a little about past events and places 
the boy used to visit. Enclose clippings from the home 
town paper. 
Don’t tell him: 
1. 
Your troubles. 
He has troubles of his own. 
2. 
Your complaints. 
He can’t do anything about 
them. 
3. 
About things you are deprived of. 
He can’t 
supply them. 


4. 
Doleful predictions about the future. He’s fight­ 
ing for that future—now. 
5. 
Unnecessary details about financial troubles. If 
there are things he should know about family finances, 
and he is in a position to do something about the situa­ 
tion, tell him. But don’t string it out.

Washington in Wartime

llfASHINGTON — There’s so 
much talk of post-war plan­ 
ning the e clays, it’s hard to see 
the war through the clouds over 
the future 
But don’t get me wrong. The 
lack of post-war planning has 
been the prelude to more wars 
and more economic disasters than 
all other factors combined. The 
trouble is that most outlines for 
peace 
are 
nebulous 
ideologies 
which are not backed up by hard­ 
headed, two-fisted, practical blue­ 
print'. 
Wilson’s 14 Points, President 
Roosevelt’s Four Freedoms, the 
Atlantic Charter — with its P a­ 
cific extensions and the Good 
Neighbor Policy—are wonderful 
moons to shoot at, if somebody 
back home is building the rocket 
ships that will get us there. 
T hats why I want to tell you 
about a little movement starting 
here in Washington today. At the 
moment, 
it doesn't 
amount to 
much. In the scheme of things to 
rome for a ll. S. A. at peace, it 
may amount to a whole lot. 
a a # 
'T 'H E movement is simply one 
I to save our present federal- 
a::i highway system and to blue­ 
point a network of shuttle roads 
between traffic centers that will 
take care of every center of traf­ 
fic congestion from Four Corners 
on market day to New York on 
Sunday night. 
J u st g e t t i n g established i n 
Washington now is the Automo­ 
bile Safety Foundation, headed 
by Pyko Johnson. Surrounding it

pending to provide that federal 
funds a l r e a d y authorized, but 
which the states have been un­ 
able to absorb because of material 
and m anpower shortages, shall 
rem ain available to the states 
when peace comes. By June 30, 
that will am ount to something 
like $475,000,000 — which will 
build a heap of highway, especi­ 
ally when augm ented by state 
funds. By the tim e this war is 
over, it probably would amount 
to the g r e a t e s t road-building 
project ever.

Tiiey knock you down 
with such statistics as this: there 
are no more than 300 cars a day 
crossing the continent; and 83 
per cent of all traffic is confined 
to the so-called ‘•metropolitan” 
centers. 
Congressional highway experts 
think that of all the post-war 
1 planners, the road men are closest 
- to being on tile peacetime beam 
Maybe they are right. Ifs the 
same gang that got America "out 
of the mud" 40 years ago.

In sowing seeds in hot dry weath­ 
er, for late crops of short-harvest 
varieties, it is usually m ore diffi­ 
cult to obtain good germination than 
it is in the cool, moist weather of 
spring. 
Special precautions should there­ 
fore be taken. 
Drills should be 
made deeper than in the spring, 
and the soil thoroughly soaked 
along them. 
Then sow the seed 
and do not cover them sufficiently 
to fill the drill entirely, but leav­ 
ing a slight depression which will 
catch any moisture that m ay fall 
in dews or light rains. 
If, in addition, the row can be 
covered with narrow boards, to 
shade tile soil from the sun and 
check 
evaporation, 
germination 
will usually result in normal time. 
Lacking such boards, the row may 
be covered with paper, or burlap. 
The board is preferable, and it can 
be lifted an inch or so above the 


ground, on cross pieces of wood, go 
that air circulates freely beneath 
it, if desired, to check any danger 
of damping off. 
It is im portant to prevent the 
formation of a soil crust over seeds 
before they have germinated. This 
may result from a heavy rain, fol­ 
lowed by baking in Hie hot sun. In 
clay soil it may prevent tile seeds 
from emerging. 
Shading avoids 
this danger. 
Whatever 
shading m aterial is 
used, as soon as the seeds appear 
above the surface it m ust be lift­ 
ed to allow full sunlight to the young 
plants. 
Until these have become 
well established, daily sprinkling 
with a hose will prove beneficial. 
Except for such a specific pur­ 
pose, however, tile Victory garden 
should never be sprinkled. 
Dust 
should be encouraged to form over 
the soil; it will enable air to pene­ 
trate and rains to soak in.
